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La Maison Familiale 


Last spring the French government found it necessary to establish an in- 
stitution to eare for the orphans and to give them wholesome food and bracing 
air. An old chateau was bought, on the coast of Brittany, near St. Nazaire. 


Mme. Bimont, who has spent the last three summers nursing in the military 
hospitals of France and returning in the fall to Western to resume her teach- 
ing here, undertook to raise enough money in America to equip La Maison 
Familiale. Through her untiring efforts Mme. Bimont took to France with 
her in June $2,600 for the fatherless and motherless children of France. 


Of the $2,600 that Mme. Bimont raised, the Western High School con- 
tributed over $325. <A large part of this was given by the alumni and various 
school organizations. Besides this several members of the faculty gaye beds. 
“ach bed, which costs $12.75, bears the name of the donor. One of the dor- 
mitories of La Maison Familiale is named after the Western High School. A 
diploma, in recognition of what the school has done for La Maison Familiale, 
will be presented to the school by a member of the French Commission. 


Last summer there were seventy-five children, ranging from five to fourteen 
years, at the hospital. This year there is an additional wing being built which 
will accommodate one hundred and twenty-five more orphans, and a great 
deal more money is needed to buy beds and supplies. Besides the money, 
sheets, blankets, towels and bedspreads are most acceptable. 


This year the class in economics took upon itself the responsibility of 
raising money for the future support of the Western High School dormitory. 
A plea was made at the Spring Entertainment for $250.00 contribution. 
Friends of Western and Westerners came forward and contributed generously 
and the sum raised in the two nights will probably come near $300.00. Besides 


this, one-fourth of the receipts from the sale of tickets of the Spring Enter- 
fainment is to be given to La Maison Familiale,

Well, 133 out of 176 is not a bad per- 
centage. That many boys had employment during the summer. 


This year, however, Mr. Morse, working in connection with the Boys’ 
Working Reserve, is trying hard to shove the percentage up near the 100-mark. 
So far 158 have already got positions or volunteered to work this summer. 


The Junior ‘‘four-minute men’’ contest for War Savings Stamps was won 
at Western by Hamilton Bell, John Quinn, Gwendolyn Jones, and Lorena Heisch- 
man. The contest for Liberty Bond four-minute speeches was won by Benjamin 
Warren, Vincent Brennan, Eleanor Miller, and Martha Dunham. 


The students of Western individually have bought over $18,400 worth of 
Liberty Bonds and over $2,325 worth of War Savings Stamps. The classes 
and the Athletie Association have bought $400 worth of bonds not included 
above. These figures were compiled (as were all the others in these notes) 
before bonds of the Third Liberty Loan could be counted. 


Western won the War Library campaign, collecting 3,516 books for the 
soldiers. Central, who came second, had 2,069. At Western, as a glance at 
the figures will show, each pupil brought on an average of seven books, which 


is not at all bad. Two classrooms brought over 600 books—101 had 610 and 


305 had 624,

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RED CROSS 


Last spring, when everybody was helping the Red Cross, Western succeeded 
in obtaining 114 memberships amounting to $146 and contributions amounting 
to $181.25. The sum raised by Western was the largest contribution, in pro- 
portion to the number of students, which was given by any of the local schools. 


Western was also the first to answer President Wilson’s appeal for the 

Red Cross by becoming an auxiliary. Its quota of $125 was oversubscribed. 

_ Dr. Newton, president of our auxiliary, appointed Miss Merrill as chairman. 

Marion Kutz was elected seeretary and Dean Roberts, treasurer. The work 

was divided among the following committees: The committee on knitting—Miss 

McKnight, Miss Stutz, and Betty Turner; on handkerchiefs and hospital linens 

—Miss Rupli and Miss Merrill; on comfort pillows—Miss Sherman and Miss 

Brewer; and on hospital books—Miss Thonssen, Dean Roberts, and Margaret 
Hayes. 


After the Christmas holidays, meetings were held every Thursday with an 
average attendance of eighty girls. However, they did not do it all, for much 
eredit is due the boys who made fillings for fifty-seven comfort pillows. The 
first Thursday in February the articles which had been finished were exhibited 
in the library. The girls were justly proud of their work and of the well- 
merited congratulations which they received. 


Shipments of finished work have been sent off each month, the April ship- 
ment making the following total: 36 sweaters, 19 mufflers, 22 helmets, 6 pairs 
of socks, 3 pairs of wristlets, 23 wash cloths, 120 hospital books, 118 hand- 
kerehiefs, 46 napkins, 12 tray cloths, 57 comfort pillows, and 15 refugee gar- 
ments. Mrs. Kidwell has done all the laundry as a gift. ye 


The Western unit has done good work this year, but the future will bring 
still more to accomplish. To the girls who remain we pass on the work with 
the hope that they will, through the Red Cross, add to the reputation Western 
has always had—that of doing her level best, and then a little more.
